Survey results show Belle Glade 
teens are educated about AIDS 


In Belle Glade, an agricultural 
community with an unusually 
high incidence of AIDS, more 
and more teenagers are waiting 
until they are older to have sex. 
‘Among téens who are having 
sex, a growing number are using 
condoms. 

"That's good news,' says Hen- 
rietta Johnson, coordinator of the 
Health Education and Research 

*Team (HEART), a community 
education project in which teens 
educate'other teens about AIDS. 
"In our community, we're finding 
that teens' knowledge of AIDS is 
increasing, and many young peo- 
ple are changing behaviors that 
put them at risk." 

Health experts recently 
released the results of two sur- 
veys, one conducted in 1992 and 
the other conducted in 1994, 
which show dramatic differences 
in adolescents' knowledge and 
behavior during the two-year. 
period. More than 500 youth, 
ages 13 to 18, were interviewid 
in each survey. 

The number of teenagers who 
had ever had sexual intercourse 
fell from 53 percent in 1992 to 43 
arcent in 1994, the survey 

wed. Among teens ages 16 to 
18 y percentage- dropped from 
70 to 61. However, among

younger teens, those ages 13 to 
15, the reduction was much 
greater - from 40 percent in 1992 
-to 29 percent in 1994. 

Using.condoms is becoming a 
more common practice among 
adolescents who are. sexually 
active. When asked if they had 
ever used a condom, 89 percent 
of teens interviewed in 1994 said 
yes. That compares with 75 per- 
cent in 1992. 

And when asked if they had 
used a condom the last time they 
had sex, 71 percent of teens in 
1994 said yes, compared with 62 
percent in 1992. 

"Correct. use of latex condoms 
every time you have sex is one 
way to prevent sexually trans- 
mitted diseases, including 
AIDS," said Ms. Johnson, "In 
Belle Glade, teenagers under- 
stand this and are taking respon- 
sibility to protect themselves and 
their partner.” 

Having more than one sex 
partner increases a person's risk 
of contracting AIDS. Survey 
results show that many teens 
also have reduced their risk of 
AIDS by having fe part- 
ners, In 1992, AT person of 

young men interviewed reported 
having more than one partner in 
the past month.

cent. In 1992, 17 percent of 
young women said they had 
more than one partner. In 1994, 
the percentage dropped to 10. 
Local educational efforts, includ- 
ing HEART, have played a key 
role in helping teenagers learn 
about AIDS and learn how to 
reduce their risks of contracting 
this deadly disease, said Ms. 

Johnson. 

"We have a lot to be proud of in 
Belle Glade,” said Ms. Johnson. 
“Adolescents are taking impor- 
tant steps to prevent the spread 
of AIDS, and they should be con- 
gratulated. Health educators, 
teachers and others working in 
the community should also be 
proud: AIDS isn't going to disap- 
pear, so we have to keep working 
to encourage teenagers and all 
people to maintain safer behav- 
ior throughout their lives, to save 
lives.”

There are 2,300 milligrams 
of sodium in every teaspoon 
of salt. 

You may consider yourself 
far below average in your 
salt consumption. You may 
seldom even reach for the 
salt shaker. But SALT IS 
SNEAKY! It is in almost 
everything, particularly 
foods that are processed, 
canned, made convenient, 
and frozen. 

Sodium is a mineral. It 
comes from the ground so 
that everything from drink- 
ing water to fresh vegetables 
contain a natural amount of 
sodium, 

Most of us know foods that 
are obviously high in salt; 
anchovies, pretzels, potato

Total for 
lunch alone is 2,021 mil- 
ligrams, which is more than 
2 grams, the maximum rec- 
ommended daily dose! 

What can you do to reduce 
salt and sodium intake, to 
guard against possible medi- 
cal side effects? 

Simply stop shaking it onto 
your foods. 

Substitute. Add a squeeze 
of fresh lemon juice or a 
pinch òf ground cloves. Use 
fresh garlic juice or powder 
(NOT garlic salt), and some 
of the salt-free seasonings 
available in stores, such as 
Ms. Dash. 

Get back to cooking fresh 
vegetables rather than 
canned or frozen. (An ear of 
fresh corn contains only a 
trace of sodium where as an 
eight-ounce serving of 
canned "sweet" corn contains 
496 milligrams of sodium). 

Drink more fruit juice. 

Learn to read labels. Be 
selective in your food choices. 

Stop shaking! and stay 
healthy.

Editor Jack Smyth; founder Е 
Independent Newspapers, dies at 80 


One df America's most colorful 
newspaper editors, Bernard J. 
"Jack" Smyth, died'of heart fail. 


, ure on Monday, April 29, 1996 


in Scottsdale, Arizona; at the 
age of 80. 

He had been the editor and 
publisher of the Renovo Daily 
Record in Renovo, Pa., and later 
the Delaware State News in 
Dover, Del., and was the 
founder of Independent News- 
papers, Inc., which today pub- 
lishes 30 community newspa- 
pers in four states, He was a 
past president of the Maryland- 
Delaware Press Association, 
and a member of the Maryland- 
Delaware Newspaper Hall of 
Fame. d 

Mr. Smyth was bom in Reno- 
vo, Pa., a small railroad town, 
on Nov. 16, 1915, the'sóri of 
John Bernard Smyth, a jeweler, 
and Alice Russell Smyth, a 
nurse and hospital superifiten- 
dent. His mother died when he 
was three, and he and his sister 
were raised by a ѕиссев оп of 
aunts. 

He graduated from St. 
Joseph's High School in Renovo, 
where he was class president 
and captain of the football team. 
An outstanding fullback, he won 
8 football scholarship to Dickin- 
son Seminary (now Lycoming 
College) in Williamsport, Pa., 
Lycoming later inducted him 
into the college's Sports Hall of 
Fame. 

After working for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, in the locomo- 
tive repair shops in Renovo, he 
joined his father in, the family 
jewelry store but during Army 
service in World War 11, Mr. 
Smyth made the decision that 
he wanted a more meaningful 
career. Although he had no 
training or experience in the 
field, he decided newspapers 
played such an important role 
in a free society that he would 
become a newspaper person 
after the war. 

After discharge from the 
‘Army, Mr. Smyth went to Penn 
State University to enroll in the 
journalism school. But the dean 
of the school, noting that Mr. 


“Smyth already had business 


experience, a wife and three 
children, suggested that he 
should instead purchase the 
community.newspaper in his 
home town. 

So in 1946 he sold his interest.

chased the four-page Renovo 
Daily Record, at that time per- 
haps the smallest daily in the 
country. He learned the busi- 
ness by doing it, and by calling * 
on experienced editors and pub- 
lishers around the state for 
advice. And he loved every 
minuteofit — . 

Mr. Smyth always considered 
himself a "lucky Irishman", and 
one good example was an 
investment he made in 1951. A 
local farmer came to the news- 
paper office to relate that he 
had dreamed' there was gas on 
his land. Mr. Smyth invested 
$500 in a drilling venture. It 
produced what was at that time 
the biggest natural gas strike 
east of the Mississippi River and 
Mr. Smyth's $500 investment 
turned out a $40,000 profit. 

Mr. Smyth had heard there 
was one state capital (at that 
time) that didn't have a daily 
newspaper. He looked up Dover, 
Delaware, in an encyclopedia 
and learned it had a population 
of 7,000. "If I can make a daily 
work in a town of less than 
2,500, I should be able to do it in 


lively little paper --- and had 
lots of fun doing it. 

But he was serious about the 
role a newspaper should play in 
the community, and his journal- 
istic philosophies inspired the 
company's "Newsroom Guide- 
lines", which was later authored 
by his son and still guides the 
group's hewspapers today. 

Mr. Smyth was basically a 
one-newspaper editor-publisher 

^ first in Renovo and then in 

Dover, but when his son joined 
the business in the early 1960's 
and encouraged expansion, Mr. 
Smyth was supportive. Soon, 
the company added papers in 
Maryland, then Florida (Clewis- 
ton News, Belle Glade Sun, 
Sunshine Newspaper Printing, 
Frostproof News, Daily Okee- 
chobee News, Senior Scene 
Magazine & HealthWatch of 
Highlands County, Caloosa 
Belle, Immokalee Bulletin, and 
Glades County Democrat), and 
Arizona, 

In 1969, Mr. Smyth began 
having health problems, He sold 
the company to his four children 
and moved to Arizona, But as 
his health improved, he helped 
establish the Arizona group and 
played a key role as advisor to 
his son, who became the compa- 
ny's chairman. 

In retirement, Mr. Smyth was 
an active writer of letters-to-the- 
editor; and wrote frequently to 
public officials. He cared deeply 
about politics and the press, and 

continued to express himself 
with passion, persistence and 
unfailing optimism. He also 
very much enjoyed his extended 
family, and several close, life- 
long friends. 

Mr. Smyth found time to write 
a daily journal, as well as two 
published books. The first book 
was a history of his mothers 
Russell family. The second ‘was 
his autobiography, "From Dia- 
monds to Deadlines", which will 
be published later in 1996. 

Mr. Smyth is survived by his 
wife of nearly 60 years, the for- 
mer Eva Mae Stone; their 
daughters, Connie Biddle, 
Pamela Bush and Lisa Baso 
their son, Joe; 14 grandchildren; 
and 16 great-grandchildren. 


purchased the two weeklies in 
Dover in 1953, using the gas 
well profit, his life's savings, 
proceeds from the sale of the 
Renovo Daily Record, plus bor- 
rowed money. And on Sept. 14, 
1953, the weekly Delaware 
State News became a struggling 
but lively daily. 

One of the highlights of the 
fledging daily was Mr. Smyth's 
daily "Odds & Ends" column. In 
those days he was a heavy 
drinker, and the column would 
tell about his entire day 
putting out the paper, having 
breakfast, with President John 
F. Kennedy at the White House, 
or hobnobbing in nearly every 
barroom in town, and whatever 
gossip he picked up along the 
way. Dover was both outraged 
and addicted. People had to 
read the column every day just. 
to find out what exploits the col- 
orful editor was up to now...and 
to find out who might be hon- 
ored (or embarrassed) by being 
mentioned. 

Mr. Smyth and his managing 
editor, Jim Miller, attracted an 
equally colorful staff —- journal- 
istic characters like Harry C.
